7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach selecting a portion of a lower resolution first image data set 
situated in a selected image region based on a higher resolution second image data set 
and reconstructing a first tomographic image exclusively from the portion of the first 
image data set which is situated in the selected image region, as stated in claim 6 
(renumbered as claim 1), combined with other elements and features of the claim; 
segmenting the first image data set in accordance with the selected image region 
segmented from the second image to define a segmented first image data set and 
reconstructing a first tomographic image exclusively from the segmented first image 
data set, as stated in claim 8 (renumbered as claim 4), combined with other elements 
and features of the claim; wherein the reconstructing step further comprises the steps 
of: selecting a region smaller than the whole region to be imaged from at least one 
region represented in the second image data set and calculating the image 
reconstruction from image data in a region represented in the first image data set that 
corresponds to the selected region represented in the second image data set, as stated 
in claim 9 (renumbered as claim 7), combined with other elements and features of the 
claim; forward projecting the segmented second image to form a segmented second 
image data set, associating the segmented image data set with the first image data set 
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to form a segmented first image data set, as stated in claim 10 (renumbered as claim 
1 1 ), combined with other elements and features of the claim.
